Mr. Dulles says the present organization has 
demonstrated an inadequacy which grows out 
of the fact that its “effective functioning de- 
pends upon co-operation with a nation which is 
dominated by an international party seeking 
world domination.” If he means by this that the 
U.N. can function effectively only by eliminat- 
ing the necessity to co-operate with the Soviet 
nations, then he seems to be advocating a char- 
ter revision that will result in a U.N. with the 
Soviet bloc excluded. That would not be a U.N. 
It would be something else. 

Before we accept the idea that exclusion of 
the Soviets would solve the problem, we should 
be clear on just what accounts for the short- 
comings of the U.N. Can they really be attributed 
to the fact that the Soviet Union is a member? 
Would everything be fixed up by getting the 
Soviets out? 

Mr. Dulles neglected to méntion what is prob- 
ably the basic cause of many inadequacies in 
the present U.N. charter. The fact is that the 
U.N, was not set up to make peace between the 
big powers, and this fact was frequently empha- 
sized at the time of its establishment. The char- 
ter was written on the assumption that the 
big powers which had fought the war against 
Fascism would reach settlements of the great 
problems growing out of the war, and that the 
U.N. would take over from there. 

Owing primarily to Soviet intransigence, those 
settlements were never reached, and the U.N, 
has had to make shift to meet a situation which 
it was never intended to meet. Given all the 
circumstances, it has done pretty well. As to 
ways of improving its organic structure, it 
would be well to recognize that perhaps the 
greatest improvement of all would be to estab- 
lish the basic condition for the success of this 
or any other world organization—a diplomatic 
settlement ‘of the major issues growing out of 
World War II.

Meeting Open to Public. 

The Wisconsin ‘Senator spoke 
before a joint meeting of the 
American Legion commissions on 
national security, Americanism, 
Jegislation and foreign affairs.

ports were ignored by Govern- 
ment officials.

34 Years With Church Council

When Harry W. Becker be- 
came fceneral secretary ot the 
Missouri Council of Churches 34 
years ago, the council was a 
poor relation of the churches, 
ighored by most of them and 
starved by the rest, 

When Becker retires Tuesday, 
he will leave an organization 
in which 18 Protestant denomi- 


„nations and 2500 local churches

Becker started his work with 
the old Missouri Sunday School 
Association (later the council) in 
1919, and served for six years 
as superintendent of adult work. 
The agency was $12,000 in debt. 
It had no official connection 
with the denominations, and was 
largely a laymen's movement 
depending on free will offerings 
for support. 

Ten years later, when the 
depression struck, contributions 
fell off by two-thirds; “for a 
time it looked like we would 
have to close up shop,” Becker 
relates. 

Then he and his wife Invited 
the council to set up offices in 
the basement of the Beckers’ 
new house in Kirkwood. This 
was to be’a temporary arrange- 
ment, but it lasted for 11 years. 

Then the council bought an 
eight-room building at 130 East 
Jefferson avenue, Kirkwood. Of- 
fices were here until last year, 
when the building was sold for 
$13,000 and council headquar- 
ters were moved to 712 East 
High street, Jefferson City. 

As the council has expanded 
its program it has changed its 
name: 1919, Sunday School As- 
sociation; 1922, Sunday School 
Council; 1937, Church and Sun- 
‘lay School Council; 1940, Coun- 
cil of Churches.
